Years later, Until the war, radio- 
graphy was an expensive laboratory 
plaything. With the outbreak of 
hostilities in 1939, however it be- 
came obvious that more accurate 
methods were needed to inspect 
Weapons for the fighting fronts 

Visible defects were not the only 
ones that these rays could check 
The lives of many of Canada's fight 
ing men might easily hang on some 
hidden flaw. On X-ray film, thin sec 
tions of the parts showed up as dark 
areas, and where a cavity in the 
metal left less material for the X- 
rays to penetrate, a corresponding 
dark spot appeared on the film. 
Gamma rays, originating in radium, 
penetrate the metal in the same way 
They are not quite as sensitive, how 
ever, as N-rays 

Industrial experts have estimated 
that the use of X-rays and gamma 
rays in Canadian industry makes It 
25 per cent. less metal 
With safety. The Royal Canadian 
Air Force reeegnizes the value of

They have 
made a ruling that they will not 
accept plans which have not been 
subjected to radiographic tests. The 
Inspection Board of the United King

In the National Research Council, 
the Physics Division has a_ radio 
graphic laboratory where radium and 
X-rays are used for inspection of 
aluminum, magnesium, bronze and 
steel, In addition to carrying out 
radiographic examinations, the staff 
works out techniques, advises manu- 
facturers Where and how radiographs

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The World of Wheat

NO SOIL MINING 

A few years ago, when certain 
areas of the Southern Prairies suf- 
fered from successive years of 
drought. many said our wheat lands 
were ‘washed up’, that never again 
would they produce normal crops. 
This sad condition, they said, was 
caused by the farmers improvident 
methods of ‘'soil mining’ the land, 
by the continual growing of wheat, 
and so the fertility of the soil, it 
was claimed, had been lost, 

During these years, I, for one, 
was bold enough to point out that 
this was all great nonsense—that 
the fertility of the soil had not been 
lost, and that when the rains came 
again normal crops certainly would 
be produced. These normal crops 
did later occur, as we know, 

Additional confirmation of the 
fact that land will continue to pro- 
duce bountiful crops is shown by 
the recent statement of Sir John 
Russell, of the Rothhampstead Ex- 
perimeotal Station, England, io 
speaking of the famous Broadbalk 
field which has been sown for 100 
straight years to wheat without 
manure or fertilizer, Last year, 
1942, the 99th wheat crop on this 
field yielded 26! bushels to the 
acre 

(his indicates that if we use 
reasonable care with our land, to 
prevent soil-blowing and = water 
erosion as much as possible, we can 
continue perhaps indefinitely to 
produce good wheat crops on our 
prairie lands,
